After ex- 
tracting uranium from pitchblend she

of BesMej; about 5:15 last night when 
the "2&c£>gan* Flyer," the C., H. & 
D. limited No. 4» due here at 6:42, 
was wrecked by the Spreading of th« 
rails. 


The train consisted of a mail car, 


a combination baggage and smoker, » 
ladies' coach, a combination cafe and 
coash and a parlor car. There were 
about 150 passengers on board, "and 
the train was not more than two or 
three minutes behind time, and mak- 
ing about 


Fifty Miles an Hour 


on a straight track. The parlor car 
was well filled with passengers, and 
it was there that most of the injur- 
ies were received. The combination 
cafe and coach contained only Mrs, 
Frazer, who was killed; the chef and 
porter, the conductor and four pas- 
sengers. The ladies' coach was well 
filled, containing a greater part of the 
passengers, and there were a number 
of passengers in the ?~eker. 


Mrs. Frazer, who M/AS coming to 


Toledo to see her mother and a sick 
daughter, Mrs. Percy Taylor, at the 
Mcntieello, had just entered the cafe 
and gat down. 
She had not been 


served when the crash came resulting 
in her instant death. 
The body is 


very badly mangled. 


A, freight train was following up 


about two miles behind and Mr Wi- 
nans ran back to flag it He found it 
at Eetoore, from which point he noti- 
fied the officials of the road. 


As soon as possible the engine was 


detached and ran up to Deshler, 
where it was latched on to a heated 
and flghted coach of Findlay train 
awaiting there to make connection. 
This car was taken back to ths wreck 
and the injured and all the passengers 
were put iri it and taken to Deshler 
to the hotels. 


Injured Brought Here. 
' 


The officials of the road had sent 


prompt orders that the wounded 
should be cared for in every possible 
way. With the 'exception of Mrs. 
Soral WiHiams,who remained at Desh- 


under care of her father, 
Dr. 


Norris of that town, the injured were 
iil brought through to Toledo on No. 
t3, which left here on her regular run 
it S:30 and was unable to go through 
3E account of the wreck. 


No. 13. also brought in the passen- 


gers of No. 8, due here at 10:45, 
lansferrag them around the wreck. 
The train reached here about 11 o'- 
dock, and the injured who were un- 
able to go through w*re disposed of 
it thft hotels with the exception of 
Preston, who by the advice of the 
physicians was taken to the hospital. 
It was not deemed advisable to at- 
tempt the dressing of his injuries last 
night, and their exact extent is not 
known/ though they are believed to 
be very serious. 


There was not a tie, torn out nor 


any of the rails on the-west side of 
the track displaced.

Cars ^Resisted Shock. 
' 


Had the train been an ordinary one 


the result would have been more dis- 
astrous, ' but the- train was a special 
one, vestibuled and with all the cars 
very strongly built. The ordinary 
coach exposed to such usage would 
have been in kindling wood, but tfcs 
Pullman-built sar resisted tae shock 
well and though the windows were 
shattered and the seats oadly fractur- 
ed the body of the cars resisted the 
shock stoutly. The passengers 
and 


employes in the combination cafe and 
coach got out by the door, bnt the 
p'arlor car was lying on its side in 
such shape that it was necessary to 
remove the passengers through the 
windows., 


The identity of the dead 


train was drag-fed 20 car lengths be- 
fore it could he stopped. The «n«in- 
eer says h* knew something was 
wrong, bnt j»s!d-aot- apply the air 
for fear of piling up tne train. 


After the Wreck. 


Immediately after the wreck the 


engine, which remained on the rails, 
was cut loos« from the mail car and 
came here, whew a special relief train 
was made up aod a call »ent out for 
all the company's surgeons to come 
here. The tram Mt immediately and 
upon arrival the injured were carried 
to it and gjven prompt 
attention. 


Citizens of Deftlcr responded to the 
call and assisted in getting the 
wounded from tfce debris. The relief 
train returned to Deshler with the 
injured, where tlrey were properly 
taken cae of, 


To Their Destination. 


As fast as possible the injured pas- 


sengers were sent to their destination 
on the first outgoing train. About 
three-quarters of a mile of track was 
torn up and traffic was delayed 12 
hours 


Mrs. Fra,zier when found was pin- 


ioned in the cafe ear, which she had 
just entered for lunch. She was 
bound for Detroit. She was buried I 
beneath th« ear and was dug out by 
the conductor and a porter. Her fea- 
tures were so badly mangled that 
identification was impossible and her 
name was learned through, her card in 
her purse. Hp head, bad been nearly 
severed from i$t£bMy.
